Protection Unit No. 9 of the Ar- 


kansas Forestry commission has a new 
plow! 


And it's no ordinary turning plaw. 


either. Instead, the new device is der 
signed to cut down on the damages 
done annually in the state's forests 
by ground fires. 


A five-horsepower, two-cylinder af- 


fair, the plow will turn a furrow 
three feet wide at the rate of a mile 
an hour. Thus, the forestry commis- 
sion hopes, a great deal of damage 
can be averted annually. 


The plow was assigned to this unit 


by State Forester Fred H. Lang, after 
considerable study on the problem of 
decreasing fire losses during the aut- 
umn fire months. 


Previously, a ground fire meant 


desperate shoveling by a large group 
of men. With the plow, the work of 
10 men is done by one motor and the 
raging fire is the only loser. 


Unit 9 includes Columbia, LaFay- 


ette, Hempstead, Nevada and G'uachita 
counties, Russell Stedelman, forester. 


The forestry commission has been 


trying for years to develop a plow of 
this type, efficient, yet light enough 
to transport in a commission pickup 
to the scene of a blaze. Weighing 
1000 pounds, the present "fire-stopper" 
answers the problem. 


It has been demonstrated before 


the Ozan Lumber company and the 
Southern Kraft Paper company, both 
co-operators of the commission, and 
both firms were interested to the ex- 
tent they are planning ot develop sim- 
ilar plows and give them to the com- 
mission to protect their lands. 


It also has been demonstrated to 


Oklahoma forestry officials, and that 
state is laying plans along that line 
for their own forests. 


Work in creating the plow was done 


at the Crossett Lumper company, and 
Assistant State Forester George A. 
Lary was one of the staunchest advo- 
cates of the device.

They're buying considerably more 
cotton for the simple .reason that the 
stamps can't be exchanged for other 
goods. 


Ernest Nalle-, chief of the cotton and 


food stamp office, predicts 'the plan 
will increase the disposition of cot- 
ton goods in the city and county by 
about. $300,000. The FSCC originally 
figured the increase would-be about 
J180.000.. 


Here are the figures: 
From May 7 to May 31 the FSCC of- 


fice caused J29.869 in cotton stamps 
to be distributed. 


In this period 7821 families received 


stamps, buying $8293 in green stamps 
and obtaining $21,576 in brown stamps. 
Brown stamps are issued free on the 
basis of a dollar's worth of free satmps 
for every dollar's worth of green 
stamps bought But brown stamps are 
given free to relief families certified 
as being unable to purchase green 
stamps. 


From June 1 through June 22 green 


n free stamps being distributed to 
599 families. 


Thus, in the first two months of op- 
cation, a total of $33,138 in-green and 
>rown stamps was distributed among 
420 families, with the stamps being 
exchanged at stores for cotton pro- 
ducts almost as soon as they were re- 
ceived by clients on public assistance 
rolls.

The solovox is n miniature 366- 


icy board which ntliichcs to the right 
land side mid below the regular key- 
board of any piano—upright or grand. 
The position of the solovox keyboard 
illows the pinnist lo use his right 
.humb to "pick out" the desired solo- 
vox—i. c., solo voice—while leaving 
lis left hand find right fingers free 
for the pinno accompaniment. 


In a imumer somewhat similar lo 


an organ's reproduction of various 
orchestral instruments, the solo voice 
can be, alternately, a violin, saxo- 
phone, flute, horn, and so on. Unlike 
an organ however, it will not play 
chords. No matter how many of the 
keys are depressed only one note will 
sound at one lime. 


In front and below the solo voice 


keyboard ore 12 tilting tablet con- 
trols which govern lone quality, ton- 
al ntlnck, register in which tones 
arc to .sound, and vibrato. By coupl- 
ing these keys, us in tin organ, var- 
ious combinations and chorus tones 
may be produced. 


A knee lever, controlled by the

The solovox's complex machinism

A .small cabinet speak- 
er, completely hidden under a grand 
piano or set next lo an upright, pours 
forth the notes.
